On Sunday, October 3rd, 
thousands of volunteers came 
together for the 11th Annual 
Walk to Cure Diabetes at Shore- 
line Park in Mountain View. The 
Walk to Cure Diabetes was spon- 
sored by the Greater Bay Area 
Chapter of JDRF (Juvenile Dia- 
betes Research Foundation). The 
Chapter's goal was to raise over 
$2 million for research to find a 
cure for Type-One Diabetes and 
its complications. 

Over one million Americans 
are living with Type-One Diabe- 
tes. Type-One Diabetes is a dis- 
ease that strikes children sud- 
denly, making them insulin de- 
pendent for the rest of their lives. 

For reasons not yet known, 


the disease causes the body’s 
immune system to attack and de- 
stroy the insulin producing islet 
cells of the pancreas. Once the 
islet cells are destroyed, the in- 
dividual must receive multiple 
daily injections of insulin and 
constantly monitor their blood 
sugar levels. 

Also for reasons not yet 
known, Type-One Diabetes usu- 
ally occurs early in life, almost 
always before age 30, and some- 
times as early as a few months 
old! 

At the national level, actor 
Kevin Kline is chairman of 
JDRF’s Walk to Cure Diabetes. 
Kline has been an advocate for 
JDRF for years and serves on the

Los Angeles, CA (EFE) — Unas 3,000 personas celebraron el 
pasado 16 de octubre en Los Angeles el décimo aniversario de la 
marcha que congregó a 100,000 manifestantes en contra de la, ahora 
derogada, Proposición 187 contra los inmigrantes indocumentados. 

A las 10:00 a.m., hora local, los descontentos comenzaron la 
caminata por la avenida César Chávez, desde la intersección de la 
calle Lorena, en el este de Los Ángeles, hasta llegar a las gradas de 
la entrada principal del Ayuntamiento, en el centro angelino. 

Rafael Chávez, antes de liberar una bandada de palomas blancas, 
cuyo espectáculo es su negocio familiar, y que donó para el evento, 
expresó que llegó al sitio de arranque de la protesta “para estar unidos 
con la raza latina y que todo se pueda lograr con este tipo de marchas”. 
“Y demostrar que no somos terroristas, y que no venimos ni a matar 
gente, ni a robar”, agregó. 

María Lencha Guardado representa el pensar de los refugiados 
centroamericanos en Los Ángeles, portando una gorra y bandera del 
partido político salvadoreño Frente Farabundo Martí de Liberación 
Nacional, FMLN, expuso: “la razón de la marcha es contra las redadas 
contra los inmigrantes”. 

Los caminantes llegaron a su destino a las 12:30 p.m. 

“No somos terroristas, somos trabajadores, somos personas 
responsables y estamos aquí sólo para mejorar las vidas de nuestros 
hijos y un mejor futuro para mejorar todo California”, recalcó el 
Senador Gil Cedillo.

Sacramento (EFE) — Luego de manifestar públicamente su 
rechazo a la proposición 71 que habilitaría 3,000 millones de dólares 
para investigaciones de células embrionarias, el Gobernador Arnold 
Schwarzenegger ha declarado su apoyo a la iniciativa.

Prop 64: Putting an end to a Frivolous Lawsuit Loophole 


Sometimes with all of the 
noise surrounding state politics, 
we forget to think about the im- 
pact at the local level.

Although George W. Bush 
was elected in very unusual 
circumstances, the tragedy of 
9/11 gave him an opportunity 
to unite the country. Sadly, he 
has not done so. The Iraqi war 
and his handling of the 
economy have set the country 
back many years. 

Right after 9/11 everyone 
was supporting Bush and his 
efforts of dealing with terror- 
ism. The country gave its 
blessings to the war in Af- 
ghanistan and the attacks on 
the Taliban and Al Qaeda. Un- 
fortunately, before finishing 
the job in Afghanistan, Bush 
began another war, which 
events clearly demonstrated 
was totally unnecessary.

Having inherited a bud- 
get surplus, Bush turned it into 
a huge deficit. In part, he did 
that with the significant tax 
cuts which to a large extent 
benefited people at the top of 
the economic ladder who did 
not need the extra money. 

The tax cuts were sup- 
posed to stimulate the 
economy and create jobs. Al- 
though a small number of jobs 
have been created in the past 
year, the fact is that at the end 
of his four years as president, 
Bush will have generated a net. 
job loss. 

Unable to stress his record 
and his accomplishments, 
Bush has engaged in negative 
attacks against his Democratic 
opponent. He and his surro- 
gates have described John 
Kerry as wishy-washy and un- 
fit to be commander in chief. 

Although it’s true that 
Kerry has taken some posi- 
tions which seem contradic- 
tory, he has also shown char- 
acter and determination. Un- 
like Bush who “sat out” the 
Vietnam War in Texas and Ala- 
bama, Kerry volunteered and 
earned medals for heroism. 

But even his military 
record has been the subject of 
negative attacks by Bush’s 
“surrogates” including former 
Republican Presidential candi- 
date Bob Dole. Many newspa- 
pers have investigated and 
found no truth to the Republi- 
cans” charges against Kerry. 

The presidential debates, 
which gave voters an opportu- 
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nity to see the two candidates 
standing face to face, clearly 
showed that Kerry is not just 
presidential, but has a com- 
mand of the issues, which 
Bush clearly lacks. 

In the rush to declare win- 
ners of the debate, people for- 
got to focus on the issues. Bush 
did not simply show he could 
not communicate, but he had 
little substance to provide on 
either the Iraqi war or the 
economy. 

Kerry, on the other hand, 
came across as knowledgeable 
of issues and to the surprise of 
many, was even able to explain 
his points in simple and con- 
cise language. 

In the final days of the 
campaign, you can expect 
more lies and dirty tricks. 
Without a record to run on, all 
Bush can do is attack his op- 
ponent. 

Kerry will not be the per- 
fect president. And if elected, 
he'll have to clean up the mess 
left by Bush. It’s not going to 
be easy, but he is the best 
we've got. Four more years of 
Bush would mean more coun- 
tries invaded, bigger deficits, 
skyrocketing healthcare, and 
the likelihood of Supreme 
Court justices resembling 
Scalia and Thomas.

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Miami (EFE) — Hispanics 
are registered to vote in record 
numbers for the U.S. presidential 
election on Nov. 2, with one of the 
hottest issues being the candi- 
dates’ proposals for immigration 
reform. 

Young adults born in the 
United States to Hispanic parents 
represent the largest chunk of new 
voters, with more than 425,000 
Latinos turning 18 - the legal vot- 
ing age - in the country each year, 
according to the Pew Hispanic 
Center. 

Nearly 16 million Hispanics 
in the Unites States are eligible to 
cast ballots this year, 3 million 
more than in 2000. Analysts pre- 
dict, however, that only about 7 
million Latinos will actually turn 
out to vote on Nov. 2, just over | 
million more than in the previous 
contest. 

Voting tendencies among 
young Hispanics are similar to 
that of their peers from other eth- 
nic groups, who cast ballots less 
often that older adults and the eld- 
erly, Central American Resource 
Center director Ivette Iraheta said. 

Only 60 percent of Hispan- 
ics aged 18-29 say they plan to 
vote, while turnout among Latinos 
over 30 is expected to reach 79 
percent. 

President George W. Bush, 
who is seeking re-election, out- 
lined a plan for immigration re- 
form in January based on tempo- 
rarily regularizing the status of 8- 
10 million undocumented immi- 
grants on U.S. soil. 

Under this program, three-

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year work visas would be issued 
to undocumented immigrants who 
are matched up with companies 
willing to hire them, as long as 
these firms can show they have 
made a good faith effort to hire a 
U.S. citizen for the job. 

If elected, Democratic candi- 
date John Kerry has vowed to in- 
troduce an immigration reform 
bill within his first 100 days in 
office. Without elaborating, Kerry 
has proposed legalizing the status 
of undocumented immigrants 
who have lived in the United Sta- 
tes for many years, even possibly 
granting them citizenship. 


Immigrants who have been in 
the United States “for a long time, 
have had no legal problems, have 
worked, have paid their taxes and 
whose children are U.S. citizens” 
would qualify for the program, 
Kerry said. 

Two Latinos, Republican Mel 
Martinez and Democrat Ken 
Salazar, meanwhile, are vying for 
U.S. Senate seats in Florida and 
Colorado, respectively. 

Either man would be the first 
Hispanic to serve in the Senate 
since Jan. 3, 1977, when Demo- 
crat Joseph M. Montoya of New 
Mexico retired.s>

Ziracuaretiro, localizada a 20 
kilómetros de Uruapan, es una 
población situada en la meseta, en 
el estado de Michoacán, cuyo 
nombre en lengua purépecha 
significa “Lugar donde termina el 
frío y empieza lo caliente”. 

Jimbankua en Ziracuaretiro 

Entre las costumbres relaciona- 
das con la muerte, Carlos Sandoval 
Portugal, Presidente Municipal de 
esta población comenta sobre la 
costumbre de llamar angelitos a los 
niños que fallecen, lo mismo que a 
las personas que no se casaron y que 
mueren vírgenes. Si son adultos los 
llevan a enterrar en una caja blanca, 
pero si son pequeños los llevan al 
cementerio en una mesa adornada 
con flores y papel picado. Al ange- 
lito lo visten de blanco y le hacen 
una corona de la palma que ben- 
dicen en Semana Santa. La mesa 
donde lo. llevan hasta el cementerio 
es cargada por niños y una vez que 
llegan a su destino colocan el cuer- 
pecito en su respectiva cajita blanca 
adornada con hilos dorados. 

Los caballitos “enrosados” 

Característico de San Ángel 
Surumucapio es la costumbre de ha- 
cer caballitos “enrosados”, dedica- 
dos a quienes murieron en el año 
en curso. El día anterior a la fiesta 
de los muertos, los hombres arman 
el cuerpo de los caballitos. Luego 
en la noche, durante la velación 
junto al altar los “enrosan” aunque 
no sean rosas las flores que usan. 

Según Rita Caballero Ochoa, a 
cargo de la oficina de turismo de 
Ziracuaretiro, la tradición de los ca- 
ballitos, transmitida de generación 
en generación, la mantienen viva 
varias personas del pueblo. 

La enrosada de los caballitos se 
hace en la noche para que las flores 
mantengan la humedad y se vean 
frescas al día siguiente cuando 
llevan el caballito al cementerio. 

Al terminar la enrosada lo colo- 
can en una mesa y tanto el altar co- 
mo el caballito se convierten en el 
centro de atención de los deudos 
quienes lo velan con cirios encendi- 
dos y rezan alrededor de él, invo- 
cando el alma del fallecido. 

En San Ángel Surumucapio el 
caballito es un elemento clave en 
la celebración, tan importante como 
el altar donde se colocan las ofren- 
das.

La mañana del primero de 
noviembre la banda interpretó 
varias canciones junto al altar. Al 
concluir los músicos, el caballito 
que se encontraba en una mesa 
cercana cubierto de flores blancas 
con la cabeza decorada con flores 
moradas, cargado de plátanos, pan 
de muerto, manzanas, dulces de 
chocolate y cuatro velas grandes 
colocadas en la parte superior, fue 
levantado por dos hombres jóvenes, 
quienes se dirigierón hacia el 
cementerio, acompañados por los 
familiares y la banda que continua- 
ba interpretando música de la 
región.

Pedro Zacán. . 

En San Pedro Zacán ubicado a 
37 kilómetros de Uruapan, y donde 
visitamos varias casas admirando 
los altares de muerto nuevo, Dago- 
berto Huanosto comenta que la 
celebración se mantiene como parte 
de la tradición oral transmitida de 
padres a hijos. 

En las cuatro zonas que compo- 
nen la región purépecha, la celebra- 
ción es más o menos parecida, ya 
que el objetivo o la razón de hacerlo 
es el mismo: honrar la memoria de 
un ser querido. “Para mí es algo que 
tiene que ver con la búsqueda del 
hombre tratando de encontrar una 
explicación de a dónde va después 
que muere, si regresa o no. Es la 
búsqueda que todos realizamos de 
una forma u otra”. 

En Zacán es costumbre visitar 
las casas de los muertos nuevos, ac- 
tividad que se realiza el día primero 
de noviembre, comenzando en la 
mañana. En cada hogar el trabajo

Velación en el cementerio de 
San Lorenzo 

La mañana del dos de noviem- 
bre el camposanto de San Lorenzo 
se cubre con una amplia gama de 
amarillos y violetas por las flores 
de la temporada que adornan las 
tumbas. En algunas de ellas se des- 
tacan los arcos con alas señalando 
el lugar donde descansa un miem- 
bro de la comunidad fallecido ese 
año. Las mujeres con su cabeza cu- 
bierta por el tradicional rebozo co- 
lor azul y los hombre con el som- 
brero en la mano escuchan con 
mucha devoción la misa, que el 
sacerdote celebra dentro de una 
pequeña construcción donde se 
encuentra el altar. 

Al concluir la misa las Vírge- 
nes viajeras son llevadas en hom- 
bros por las guananchas, jóvenes 
solteras, en una procesión impre- 
sionante.Y aunque el material del 
que están hechas las imágenes es 
de pasta de caña, no por ello la carga 
es leve. 

Temprano en la mañana las 
guananchas son las encargadas de 


trasladar las Vírgenes viajeras al 
y panteón para, que presidan y el ritual 


religioso y al concluir son las gua- 
nanchas las que tienen la responsa- 
bilidad de transportar las imágenes, 
hasta la capilla del pueblo. 

Recorrer las poblaciones de la 
sierra durante los días de jimbankua 
es adentrarse en una serie de ritos y 
creencias a través de los cuales los 
purépechas ratifican su profundo 
amor por la vida y su comunicación 
con los muertos.

Ziracuaretiro, situated 20 kilo- 
meters from Uruapan in the plateau 
in Michoacan, is a population 
whose name in the Purepecha lan- 
guage means “Place where the cold 
ends and the warmth begins.” 

Jimbankua in Ziracuaretiro 

Among the customs related to 
death, Carlos Sandoval Portugal, 
Municipal President of Ziracua- 
retiro, relates the custom of calling 
children that died “angels,” as well 
as the people who did not marry and 
who died virgin. If they are adults, 
they are taken from the house to the 
cemetery in a white box, but if they 
are children of six, eight, or ten 
years of age, they are taken to the 
cemetery on a table adorned with 
flowers and notched paper. They 
dress the ángel in white, and they 
make a crown from the palms 
blessed during Easter week. Chil- 
dren carry the table in which the 
child is taken to the cemetery, and 
once at their destination; the child 
is placed in its respective little white 
box 'adorned with gold threads. 

The rose-decorated horses 

Characteristic to. San Angel 
Surumucapio is the custom of mak- 
ing little rose-decorated horses, 
dedicated to those who died in the 
current year. The day beforé.the cel- 
ebration of the dead, the men put 
the body of the little horses together 
with rods; then at night, ‘during the 
vigil next to the altar, decorate them 
with “roses,” even if the flowers 
used are not roses. 

According to Rita Caballero 


“? Ochoa, of the Tourism Office in 
* Ziracuaretiro, the Way 'of' making 


sui little hórsés is'a tradition that is 
transmitted from generation to gen- 
eration. 

The decoration of the roses is 
done at night so the flowers can stay 
moist and look fresh the next day, 
when the little horse is taken to the 
cemetery. 

After decorating the horse with 
the rosés, they put it on a table, and 
bothithe altar and the. little horse 
become the center of attention of 
the relatives who keep vigil over the 
deceased with lit candles. They pray 
around him, invoking the soul of the 
deceased. 

In San Angel Surumucapio, the 
little horse is a key element in the 
celebration, as important as the al- 
tar where the offerings are placed. 
We were received in the home of 
the family Portugal Avila during the 
preparations and the vigil, both at 
the house and in the cemetery, in 
honor of the child Selene 
Guadalupe Portugal. Friends and 
relatives participated in the prepa- 
ration of the food and in the deco- 
ration of the altar adorned with 
white and pink balloons. Several 
photographs depicting different 
moments of Selene’s life showed 
the love her parents, grandparents, 
and siblings had for her. 

The morning of the first of 
November, the band played several 
songs next to the altar. When the 
musicians were done, the little 
horse, found on a nearby table, cov- 
ered with white flowers, its head 
decorated with purple flowers, 
heavy with bananas, pan de muerto 
(bread of the dead), apples, choco- 
late candies, and four large candles 
placed on the top part of it, was 
lifted by two young men. They walk 
to the street and started the march 
towards the cemetery, accompanied 
by relatives and the band, which 
continued playing regional music. 

The path from the house to the 


tomb in the burial place was marked, 


with cempasuchitl petals, that girls 
of the family would drop during the 


- journey. Here they placed the little 


horse, light the candles, and cover 
the area where little Selene rests 
with the offerings of fruit that the 


friends took to he altar. The music 
and the prayers alternate during a 
long period of time. At the end, ev- 
eryone walked the path again, this 
time towards home, and the little 
horse returned with them as a 
momento of the ritual of the cel- 
ebration of the newly deceased. 
San Pedro Zacan 

In San Pedro Zacan, located 37 
kilometers from Uruapan, and 
where we visited various homes, 
admiring the altars of the newly 
deceased, Dagoberto Huanósto 
commented that the celebration is 
maintained as part of the oral tradi- 
tion and the deeds transmitted from 
fathers to sons. 

In the four zones that make up 
the Purepecha region, the celebra- 
tion is more or less similar. The 
objective or reason for it is the 
same: to honor the memory of a 
loved one. “For me, it is something 
that has to do with man's search for 
an explanation of where he goes 
after he dies, if he returns or not. It 
is the search that we all make in one 
way or another.” 

In Zacan, it is the custom to 
visit the houses of the newly dead, 
which is done the first day of No- 


\ vember, starting in the morning. In 


each home, the work is intense, pre- 
paring the food to be offered to the 
visitors. In the room where the al- 
tar has been erected, the closest 
family member sits and keeps 
watch, while another person takes 
charge of receiving the fruit offer- 
ings that the visiting women take 
as offerings. The altars/offerings are 
practically a work of art in the style, 
the decoration with flowers, and the 
articles that belonged to the de- 
ceased !“HoweVéer what most im- 
pressed us was the scelit of the flow- 
ers and the fruit overflowing from 
the altars. ; 
Vigil in the cemetery of San

The morning of the second of 
November, the cemetery of San 
Lorenzo is covered with an ample 
gamut of yellows and violets, as a 
result of the seasonal flowers that 
adorn the tombs. In some of them, 
the arches with wings stand out and 
signal the spot where is a member 
of the community who died that 
year. The women, their heads cov- 
ered with the traditional blue scarf, 
and the men, with their hats in their 
hands, listen to the mass with de- 
votion, which the priest celebrates 
within a small structure where the 
altar is found. 

In San Lorenzo, the procession 
of the Virgins on the shoulders of 
the guananchas, young women, is 
impressive because of the joy re- 
flected in their faces while four of 
them balance the weight of each of 
the urns, where the religious stat- 
ues are stored."Even though the 
material they are made from is cane 


’ paste, it is not a light load. 


Early in the morning, they were 
in charge of transferring them to the 
burial place so they could preside 
over it. When the religious ritual 
was over, the guananchas again had 
the responsibility of transporting 
the statues, to the chapel of the 
town. 

To journey through the moun- 
tain populations during the days of 
Jimbankua is to enter a series of 
rites and beliefs through which the 
Purepechas ratify their profound 
love for life and their communica- 
tion with the dead. With it, the tra- 
dition is reborn, and is reaffirmed 
by combining life and death, in the 
sacred duty ‘df living and ‘showing

menor hijo de mexicanos, ya sea 
que haya nacido en Estados 
Unidos o en México. En caso de 
ser ser nacido en Estados Uni- 
dos, si el niño es repatriado a 
México se le otorga la doble 
nacionalidad y mantiene sus 
derechos como estadounidense. 
Si nació en México el menor 
necesitará prueba de recidencia 
permanente o ciudadanía para 
regresar a vivir a los Estados 
Unidos. De cualquier manera, 
cada caso es analizado a fondo 
para encontrar la solución que 
más beneficie al menor. 

“La firma de este protocolo 
es un pequeño paso para la 
comunidad, pero un paso gi- 
gante para nuestros nietos”, 
finalizó el Cónsul.
